Janet Kalar stated the
only way you can take money out for repairs is by changing the title of the fund. Jack Savage
brought up the original purpose was to refurbish the Fire Department. John Mullen stated that
the Fire Department is passible but not in the best shape. John Hotchkiss will pursue a possible
warrant.
